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Conditions  of  Sale 


1.  Rejection  of  Bids.  An}-  bid  which  is  not  commensurate  with  the  value 
of  the  article  offered,  or  which  is  merely  a  nominal  or  fractional  advance, 
may  be  rejected  by  the  auctioneer  if  in  his  judgment  such  bid  would  be 
likely  to  affect  the  sale  injuriously. 

2.  The  Buyer.  The  highest  bidder  shall  be  the  buyer,  and  if  any  dispute 
arises  between  two  or  more  bidders,  the  auctioneer  shall  either  decide  the 
same  or  put  up  for  re-sale  the  lot  so  in  dispute. 

3.  Identification  and  Deposit  by  Buyer.  The  name  of  the  buyer  of 
each  lot  shall  be  given  immediately  on  the  sale  thereof,  and  when  so 
required,  each  buyer  shall  sign  a  card  giving  the  lot  number,  amount  for 
which  sold,  and  his  or  her  name  and  address.  (H.A  deposit  at  the  actual 
time  of  the  sale  shall  be  made  of  all  or  such  part  of  the  purchase  prices  as 
may  be  required.  CH.I f  the  two  foregoing  conditions  are  not  complied  with, 
the  lot  or  lots  so  purchased  may  at  the  option  of  the  auctioneer  be  put  up 
again  and  re-sold. 

4.  Risk  after  Purchase.  Title  passes  upon  the  fall  of  the  auctioneer's 
hammer,  and  thereafter  the  property  is  at  the  purchaser's  risk,  and  neither 
the  consignor  nor  the  Association  is  responsible  for  the  loss  of,  or  any 
damage  to  any  article  by  theft,  fire,  breakage,  however  occasioned,  or  any 
other  cause  whatsoever. 

5.  Delivery  of  Purchases.  Delivery  of  any  purchases  will  be  made  only 
upon  payment  of  the  total  amount  due  for  all  purchases  at  the  sale. 

0.  Receipted  Bills.  Goods  will  only  be  delivered  on  presentation  of  a  re- 
ceipted bill.  A  receipted  bill  presented  by  any  person  will  be  recognized 
and  honored  as  an  order  by  the  buyer,  directing  the  delivery  to  the  bearer 
of  the  goods  described  thereon.  If  a  receipted  bill  is  lost  before  delivery 
of  the  property  has  been  taken,  the  buyer  should  immediately  notify  the 
Association  of  such  loss. 

7.  Storage  in  Default  of  Prompt  Payment  and  Calling  for  Goods. 
Articles  not  paid  for  in  full  and  not  called  for  by  the  purchaser  or  agent 
by  noon  of  the  day  following  that  of  the  sale  may  be  turned  over  by  the 
Association  to  some  carter  to  be  carried  to  and  stored  in  some  warehouse 
until  the  time  of  the  delivery  therefrom  to  the  purchaser,  and  the  cost  of 
such  cartage  and  storage  and  any  other  charges  will  be  charged  against  the 
purchaser  and  the  risk  of  loss  or  damage  occasioned  by  such  removal  or 
storage  will  be  upon  the  purchaser.  (Jin  any  instance  where  the  purchase 
bill  has  not  been  paid  in  full  by  noon  of  the  day  following  that  of  the  sale, 
the  Association  and  the  auctioneer  reserve  the  right,  any  other  stipulation 
in  these  conditions  of  sale  notwithstanding,  in  respect  to  any  or  all  lots 
included  in  the  purchase  bill,  at  its  or  his  option,  either  to  cancel  the  sale 
thereof  or  to  re-sell  the  same  at  public  or  private  sale  without  further 
notice  for  the  account  of  the  buyer  and  to  hold  the  buyer  responsible  for 
any  deficiency  and  all  losses  and  expenses  sustained  in  so  doing. 

8.  Shipping.    Shipping,  boxing  or  wrapping  of  purchases  is  a  business  in 


which  the  Association  is  in  no  wise  engaged,  but  the  Association  will,  how- 
ever, afford  to  purchasers  every  facility  for  employing  at  current  and 
reasonable  rates  carriers  and  packers ;  doing  so,  however,  without  any 
assumption  of  responsibility  on  its  part  for  the  acts  and  charges  of  the 
parties  engaged  for  such  service. 
9.  Guaranty.  The  Association  exercises  great  care  to  catalogue  every  lot 
correctly  and  endeavors  therein  and  also  at  the  actual  time  of  the  sale  to 
point  out  any  error,  defect  or  imperfection,  but  guaranty  is  not  made  either 
by  the  owner  or  the  Association  of  the  correctness  of  the  description, 
genuineness,  authenticity  or  condition  of  any  lot  and  no  sale  will  be  set 
aside  on  account  of  any  incorrectness,  error  of  cataloguing  or  imperfection 
not  noted  or  pointed  out.    Every  lot  is  sold  "as  is"  and  without  recourse. 

Every  lot  is  on  public  exhibition  one  or  more  days  prior  to  its  sale,  and 
the  Association  will  give  consideration  to  the  opinion  of  any  trustworthy 
expert  to  the  effect  that  any  lot  has  been  incorrectly  catalogued  and  in  its 
judgment  may  thereafter  sell  the  lot  as  catalogued  or  make  mention  of 
the  opinion  of  such  expert,  who  thereby  will  become  responsible  for  such 
damage  as  might  result  were  his  opinion  without  foundation. 

10.  Records.  The  records  of  the  auctioneer  and  the  Association  are  in  all  cases 
to  be  considered  final  and  the  highest  bid  shall  in  all  cases  be  accepted  by 
both  buyer  and  seller  as  the  value  against  which  all  claims  for  losses  or 
damage  shall  lie. 

11.  Buying  on  Order.  Buying  or  bidding  by  the  Association  for  responsible 
parties  on  orders  transmitted  to  it  by  mail,  telegraph,  or  telephone,  if  con- 
ditions permit,  will  be  faithfully  attended  to  without  charge  of  commission 
Any  purchases  so  made  will  be  subject  to  the  foregoing  conditions  of  sale, 
except  that,  in  the  event  of  a  purchase  of  a  lot  of  one  or  more  books  by  or 
for  a  purchaser  who  has  not  through  himself  or  his  agent  been  present  at 
the  exhibition  or  sale,  the  Association  will  permit  such  lot  to  be  returned 
within  ten  days  from  the  date  of  sale,  and  the  purchase  money  will  be 
refunded,  if  the  lot  differs  from  its  catalogue  description.  (^Orders  for 
execution  by  the  Association  should  be  given  with  such  clearness  as  to 
leave  no  room  for  misunderstanding.

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FOREWORD 


BRIEF  HISTORY  OF  DUTCH  TILES 

THE  art  of  majolica,  or  tin-glazed  faience,  appears  to  have  been 
introduced  into  Holland  from  Italy  in  the  sixteenth  century.  At 
this  period  and  during  the  first  half  of  the  seventeenth  century,  ac- 
cording to  Dr.  Neurdenburg,  the  manufacture  of  tiles  and  of  the  fine 
ware  known  as  delft  was  carried  on  collaterally;  after  about  1650,  how- 
ever, we  find  established  in  the  Netherlands  factories  of  two  kinds.  In 
the  faience  works  [p/ateelbakkerijen]  plates,  utensils  and  ornaments  were 
made;  while  the  tile  works  developed  into  a  separate  industry,  devoted 
only  to  the  production  of  tiles  and  a  variety  of  coarse  earthenware  which 
could  be  baked  under  similar  conditions  and  without  elaborate  precautions. 
This  period  marks  the  beginning  of  a  decline  in  the  technique  of  tile 
manufacture. 

The  oldest  tiles  known  [those  of  the  fifteenth  century]  are  thick 
floor  tiles  of  red  clay,  the  designs  stamped  or  scratched  [sgraffiato~\  through 
a  layer  of  white  slip,  and  coated  with  a  transparent  lead  glaze  [cf.  No.  311, 
illustrated  in  Oude  Kunst,  March,  1919].  Following  on  the  period  of 
Italian  influence,  comes  the  production  of  thinner  wall  tiles  with  a  yellow- 
ish clay  body,  beautifully  painted  in  the  familiar  majolica  colors  of  the 
high-temperature  kiln  in  cobalt-blue,  orange-yellow,  green  and  manganese 
violet.  These  pieces  exhibit  the  elaborate  technique  and  brilliance  of  fine 
majolica,  and  such  tiles  as  No.  305  have  the  perfection  of  the  best  Urbino 
and  Faenza  ware.  We  may  here  remark  that  at  this  time  Antwerp  [and 
perhaps  other  Flemish  towns]  produced  fine  tiles  characterized  by  a  strongly 
Italianate  Renaissance  design  and  the  use  of  a  brilliant  canary-yellow  pig- 
ment of  great  purity  [Neurdenburg]. 

In  the  seventeenth  century,  when  the  beauty  of  the  Dutch  tiled  rooms 
became  celebrated  by  the  masterpieces  of  the  great  interior  painters  headed 
by  Pieter  de  Hoogh,  an  enormous  variety  of  decorations  became  popular; 
flowers  and  fruit,  figures  of  boors  after  Teniers  and  Brouwer,  sea-monsters, 
men-of-war,  celebrating  the  naval  supremacy  of  the  Dutch  under  Van 
Tromp,  chinoiseries  in  the  French  fashion  of  Berain,  soldiers,  Dutch  land- 
scapes, biblical  scenes — all  painted  with  the  vigor  of  swift  and  certain 
execution,  and  with  the  most  delightful  flavor  of  individuality,  each  tile 
being  of  tradition  different.  Contemporary  with  these  were  formal  geo- 
metrical and  floral  designs,  mosaics  and  the  like,  made  beautiful  by  their 
color;  and  the  most  elaborate  tile-pictures,  largely  the  work  of  unknown 
artists.     Delft,  Haarlem  and  Rotterdam  appear  to  have  been  the  chief 


centres  of  production,  though  many  tiles  are  known  to  have  been  manu- 
factured in  the  Friesland  factories  of  Bolsward  and  Makkum. 

After  about  1725,  the  decadence  following  on  the  separation  of 
the  tile  factories  and  the  flateelbakkerijen  became  marked,  and  at  a  period 
when  the  makers  of  delft  were  producing  elaborate  imitations  of  Meissen 
porcelain,  Rouen  faience  and  the  Chinese  famille  verte  and  blue  and  white 
wares,  and  terming  themselves  porseleinbakkers,  or  porcelain  makers,  the 
tiles  tended  largely  towards  uniformity  and  sketchiness  of  design.  The 
old  rich  color  palette  was  replaced  by  combinations  of  cobalt-blue  and 
white  or  violet  and  white,  with  the  thinnest  of  tin  glazes.  The  present 
collection  has  been  concerned  to  select  only  outstanding  examples  of  this 
late  epoch,  among  which  are  the  polychrome  landscape  pictures  associated 
with  the  factories  of  Delft. 

THE  VIS  COLLECTION 

De  Geus  states  [The  Connoisseur,  No.  242,  October,  1921]  that 
Mr.  Eelco  M.  Vis,  who  resides  in  Amsterdam,  undertook  the  formation  of 
the  collection  with  the  assistance  of  the  Dutch  expert,  Mr.  H.  Hamer. 
Many  years  were  spent  in  the  work  and  in  the  assembling  of  a  representative 
group  of  tiles  covering  a  period  of  nearly  four  centuries.  The  collection 
has  been  studied  by  this  writer  in  a  number  of  articles  [see  bibliography, 
infra]  ;  it  has  been  exhibited  in  the  Stedelijk  Museum  of  Amsterdam  in 
191 9;  the  beautiful  water-color  drawings  of  the  tiles  were  on  exhibition 
at  Cooper  Union,  New  York,  in  1925;  and  through  the  courtesy  of  Mr. 
Vis  a  number  of  important  examples  has  passed  through  his  hands  into  the 
possession  of  the  Rijksmuseum,  the  Lambert  Van  Meerten  House  in  Delft 
and  the  Victoria  and  Albert  Museum,  London,  Mr.  Vis  retaining,  in  the 
majority  of  instances,  at  least  one  panel  of  each  kind.  In  this  manner 
the  Vis  collection  has  become  internationally  famous. 

^Rare  Tiles:  Of  the  important  specimens,  we  may  enumerate  shortlv  a 
selection,  as  follows:  The  Gothic  and  sixteenth  century  Renaissance  tiles 
referred  to  above,  including  the  remarkable  panel  of  soldiers  [No.  297]; 
the  many  beautiful  groups  of  flowers,  fruit  and  grapes  in  the  grand  feu 
colors  of  the  early  seventeenth  century,  typified  by  Nos.  253  and  332; 
several  large  panels  of  animal  tiles  of  the  same  period  [Nos.  283-4]  ;  two 
large  panels  of  men-of-war  and  sea-monsters,  in  cobalt-blue;  a  few  of  the 
rare  famille  rose  tiles  with  baskets  of  flowers  in  the  Chinese  manner;  and 
a  group  in  yellow  lustre,  rarest  of  all  techniques,  and  with  the  quality  of 
Deruta  majolica  [No.  258]. 

The  T'aintings:  The  tile  pictures  are  numerous,  the  largest  being  a 


magnificent  battle  scene,  in  manganese-violet  [No.  329]  probably  repre- 
senting the  campaigns  of  Marlborough — a  painting  of  unexampled  size 
and  in  remarkable  preservation.  The  marine  [No.  314]  signed  by  Cor- 
nell's Boumeester  [illustrated  in  Oude  Kunst,  March,  1921,  and  in  The 
Connoisseur,  April,  1923]  is,  however,  the  most  valuable  item  of  the  col- 
lection; this  is  one  of  the  outstanding  paintings  in  private  hands.  A  Rem- 
brandtesque  interior,  after  Anton  Palamedesz,  illustrated  in  the  same  article, 
is  a  triumph  of  skill  in  the  use  of  the  single  color  pigment;  De  Geus  refers 
to  it  as  successful  in  grouping  and  fine  and  pure  in  detail  work  [loc.  cit. 
p.  213].  A  Flight  of  Israel  from  Egypt  [No.  166]  of  144  tiles  should  be 
mentioned,  together  with  the  delightful  Jesus  in  the  House  of  Mary  and 
Martha,  in  the  style  and  period  of  Louis  XIV.  Finally  of  the  masterpieces 
of  tile  painting,  we  may  refer  to  the  large  flour  mill  interior  [No.  322] 
in  manganese-violet,  remarkable  in  detail  and  of  historical  interest  through 
the  nature  of  the  subject.  Smaller  pictures  include  a  pair  of  pilasters  with 
the  arms  of  the  Dutch  towns,  a  pair  with  figures  of  Scipio  and  Hannibal, 
in  blue  and  white  [both  of  the  seventeenth  century]  vases  of  flowers,  Delft 
landscapes,  parrots,  etc.,  and  two  other  scriptural  scenes,  Abraham  and 
Hagar  and  Naaman  the  Syrian  and  Elisha. 

The  Pilgrim  Tiles:  Collectors  of  Americana  will  be  interested  in 
the  panel  of  20  tiles  [No.  323]  of  the  early  seventeenth  century,  re- 
moved from  the  house  in  the  Barndesteeg,  Amsterdam,  where  a  group  of 
the  Mayflower  pilgrims  resided  before  their  journey  to  Leiden  to  embark 
for  America.  An  affidavit,  countersigned  by  the  Burgomaster  of  Amster- 
dam, certifies  to  their  origin,  establishing  the  importance  of  the  only  collec- 
tion of  its  kind  in  the  world.  Two  tiles  of  this  series  are  now  in  the 
White  House.

"We  the  undersigned,  Commer  de  Geus,  architect  of  Amsterdam, 
and  Hekdrik  Hamer,  building  superintendent  at  Amsterdam,  de- 
clare herewith  that  a  lot  of  one  hundred  and  ten  tiles  equal  to  the 
above  facsimile,  however  with  different  figures,  was  found  by  us 
in  a  house  at  the  Barndesteeg  Amsterdam,  where  in  1610/1611  the 
Pilgrims  lived,  who  afterwards  went  to  Leiden  and  in  1619  sailed 
with  the  "Mayflower"  from  Maassluis  to  Plymouth-Rock. 

"These  tiles  are  of  a  date  prior  to  161 1  and  we  have  nowhere, 
neither  in  a  museum  nor  in  a  private  collection,  found  this  same 
kind  of  tiles;  we  may  take  it  for  granted  that  this  tile  was  at  the 
time  especially  manufactured  for  this  house  at  the  Barndesteeg 
Amsterdam."    Dated  May  8,  1922. 

Of  the  original  tiles  removed  from  the  house,  two  are  in  the 
possession  of  the  President  of  the  United  States  and  the  balance, 
excluding  the  above,  in  the  Rijksmuseum  in  Amsterdam.  None  others 
exist,  the  building  having  been  completely  dismantled.  The  certificate 
will  be  given  to  the  purchaser.
